This is as fast as a cantion 
bull and. of course, the wheel would 
act in a sim ilar mariner to a cannon 
ball--it would Is* a m ighty projectile 
th a t would go through alm ost any­

It is this danger xviii* ii keep* 
tile size aud speed of flywheel* down 
in practice, especially aboard ship. 
It is i**>ssiMe ti).it proje* tiles will yet 
he m ade on fbi* principle for certain 
puri>ose*. Think w hat tm arm y could 
do at short range if it xvii* equipped 
witli hundred* of lug flywheel* tli.it 
could he released 
They would travel 
along th e ground at grant speed and 
would simply mow dow n everything in 
their way. Tile only draw back to the 
use o f flywheels in fids way is ti)** r«*- 
sistance of the ground, and that would 
not hold for a distance us short as half 
a mile. 
W hile an ordinary projectile lilt* in 
one spot only, the flywheel would cover 
an aren as wide as th e wheel and as 
long tis the path over which It traveled. 
Therefore it is hardly istssibie that any 
wheel would become s|s*nt without do­ 
ing great da mag**. 
It could he pretty 
accurately aim ed and. on account of its 
gyroscopic effect, would travel in prac­ 
tically a straight Hue.

Treatment 
of

Skin

Prevent 
Abraeione and Sores. 
When they are first put into harness 
young horses are particularly liable to 
be galled by the harness because their 
skin is not accustomed to the pressure 
and friction caused by the collar, pad, 
etc., 
says the 
American 
Cultivator. 
Horses just up from grass are also 
specially susceptible to suffer from this 
trouble because of their soft condition. 
The fact of a horse s system being in 
a heated state or “linmory” is another 
predisposing cause of harness 
galls 
and sores, while some horses are un­ 
usually prone to them, owing to their 
skin being specially sensitive and deli­ 
cate. 
In all these ca sea it is a useful 
plan, iii order to harden the skin. to 
bathe the parts exposed to galling 
twice or thrice a day with a saturated 
solution of alum. while a lotion con­ 
sisting of bluestone (copper sulphate), 
dissolved in water at the rate of five 
grains to an ounce of wafer, may also 
tie recommended for use as a toughen­ 
ing agent and to counteract any tend­ 
ency ou the part of the skin to l*e- 
oome chafed. 
One simple remedy for 
abrasions and 
sores caused by the 
harness is oxide of zinc ointment.
